aſſiſtance: Neither were they, deceived, 
in their expeCtartions ; ' for the Ravaline

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the firſt Attack , found their Burial 
places. 
' I was eyewitneſs to this Aftion 
from a Flanking Angle of a Baſtion 
wherein I was on Duty; I judged the 
conſequence of this miſadventure could: 
not bur prove fatal to us, and had no- 
ood opinion at that time, of our good 
ueceſs in the Siege, becauſe this 
ground gained upon us might facilitate 
the Enemies taking in ot the Coun» 
terſcarp, and conſequently of . the 
Ditch, which would give all imagina- 
ble conveniency to the Turks to Un-

Staremberg at the firſt coming of the 
Expreſs, had inſtantly ordered Five 
hundred choice Men, under the Con- 
duct of good Officers, to be in a rea- 
dineſs; but as they were Drawing up, 
near the Great Church, the fad News 
came of this unhappy. Relation: The 
conſequence of which Staremberg how- 
ever ſeemed not to value, prudently 
keeping a cheerful Countenance, as if 
he had feared nothing; bur in the. in- 


ſtant Commanded out Seven hundred 
B Men

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Men more: They loſt no/ time, but 
Marched altogether with that ſilence 
that was uſually Commanded on ſuch 
| occaſions, making ſuch diſpatch, that 
the Enemy had not got as yet leiſure 
h to lodge themſelves on the 
Ravaline, but were forced to Face a- 
bout upon our Men, without any 
great advantage , from the Ground 
whereon they ſtood. They Fired 
briskly in the beginning, and beat us 
back, with a ſmall loſs on their fide, 
and a conſiderable loſs on ours : But 
having Rallied again, we entred the 
Ravaline; notwithſtanding a ſhowre 
of Small -Shot from the Twrks, and 
put them all to the Sword; yet all 
this was not enough to diſcourage 
them. . 
They ſprang the 18th of Aug 
another Mane under the ſame Ravaline, 
and entring the Breach, Attacked thoſe 
© thar defended it , with Twelve hun- 
dred choſen Men ; who were fo well 
received by our Soldiers, that after 
having loſt near Three hundred Favi- 
zaries, they were forced to quit the 
Breach, and got no other —_ 
tnar 
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that Jay, than to lodge themſelves at 
the fovt of the Ravaline. | 

"The next day about Ten a Clock 
in the Morning, Fifteen hundred freſh 
Men were ſent to Relieve thoſe that 
were in the Ravaline, much weaketied * 
by thelr continual Fatigue , having 
been near Eight and fourty hours up» 
, on hot Service : Their Order import- 
ed, that they ſhould do their beſt at 
their firſt arrival, to diffodge the Ene- 
my from the foot , of the Ravaline ; 
which they performed with ſuch a 
reſolution, and fo good ſucceſs, that 
the ZTarks could ketp their Ground no 
longer ; but Retreated back to their 
Trenches, after having loſt near Five 
hundred and Sixty. Men upon the 
place. 

This buſineſs of the Ravaline had fo 
frighred our Citizens, that ſome of 
them began to murmur, and to fay, 
That Staremberg would ſacrifice them 
all to the fury of the Turks ; that it was 
full time to make ſome agreement with 
the Enemy ; that if he deferred it too 
long, they ſhould have no (Quarter given 
them ; that it was. the Emperors intereſt 
B. 2 in 
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in this junflure of Afﬀairs ( fince better 
could not be hoped for ) to. coufider the 
Gariſon of Vienna as able to. do good 
ſervice to the Empire, and ſave it from 
the Turki(h fury, provided the compo(ition 
were * in time.” Theſe dangerous di- 
ſcourſes coming ro the knowledge of 
Staremberg, he was once in a mind to 
puniſh exemplaryly. ſuch as could be 
known to have ſpoken ſo congn.may 
or rather _Seditiouſly : But upon fe. 
cond-thoughts he reſolved on another 
expedient, which was to publiſh an 
Order'to this ette&t, That if any Ci 
'. rizen or Officer in the Gariſon, of 
what rank or quality ſoever he was, 
ſhould talk of: ſurrendring the City, 
or making any ſort of Compoſition, 
how ſeemingly advantagious ſoever, 
with the Zurks , ' he ſhould inſtantly 
be declared a Rebel, and puniſhed ac- 
cordingly. Which did fo influence 
the Citizens , | that whatever their 
thoughts-were,they kept their Tongues

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the Turks, who, the Night following 
after their deſcent into the Ditch, had 
made a great Lodgement there; which 
they might do with the leſs difficulty, 
for that the deepneſs of the Ditch did 
ſecure them againſt' the Great and 
Small Shot of the Beſieged.'- Beſides 
that, .the Works they had raifed were 
of a -prodigious hight, and like-Hills 
rotnd: the Attack of the Counterſcarp;

Staremberg ſeeing he could not-caſi- 
ly make attempts on -the Enemy!-1n 
this poſture guarded,, Commanded the 
Cannon - to be pointed againſt theſe:

Our Cannon began to play at the

great oppoſition an all ſides; but ne: 
vertheleſs' overthrew with the lots of 
ſome Soldiers and: Officers ,' al that 
ſtood in 'their way : And-rhe paſſage 
of the Turks into the Pitch. was laid 
open by our Cannon, and they expo- 
ſed both to our ſmall and great Shot; 
yet after an hours Ingzgemeant, the Im-

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perjaliſts were forced to Retreat, becauſe 
they had not Pioneers enough to ruine 
the Enemies Works. | 

At the Evening a Counſel of War 
was held, and a ſecond Attack reſolved 
upon ; there went out about a Thou- 
fand choſen men, the whole Garifon 
being in a ready poſture. upon the Ba» 
{tions, along the Ramparts, and in the 
gr-at Streets, and publick places of 
the City ; our Cannon im the meart 
time diverting the Ene@my on all ſides. 
They were at firſt fiercely beat back, 
almoſt into the City, by the Zurks, the 
narrowneſs af the Ground obligj 
them to break their Files, whereby 
they could not make a conſiderable 
Front ; and beſides, were Charged in 
the Flank by a conſiderable number of 
Fanizaries lying cloſe m Ambuſcade ; 
ſo that this enterprize was like to 
prove very unſucceſsful, if gi ts 
himfelf had not rallyed our men, an 
ſet them a ſecond time on work. In 
which the Enemy purſuing us, inga- 
ged in the ſame narrow paſſages; which 
ours obſerving , and by experience 
taught to lay hold on every favourable 
B 4 occaſion ; 
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occaſion; they beat the Turks back a- 
gain to itheir Redoubts and Retrench- 
ments with a conſiderable Slaughter ; 
and after having demoliſhed ſome of 
their Works, 'Retreated again-into the 
City in good Order, being followed, 
bur to little purpoſe, and at- a great 
diſtance, by: a conſiderable number of 
Turks.

_* Staremberg judging it beſt to beat the

who hed Nill a watchful eye upon all 
contingencies, had not prevented their 
deſign, by Charging them unexpected- 
ly with Fifteen hundred choice Foot, 
which forced them to Retreat, 'and a. - 
pened to us & free paſlage into the City, 
to the great {atisfaQtion of the Govyer- 
nor, and Incpuragement of the whole 
Gariſon. hop: [63,210 

The Enemy KeANVIng on A revenge, 
pry us 2 general aſlault the Twenty 

ſt of Auguſt in the morning, of 
which take this ſhort and true account: 
Some Faxizarjes that were taken Priſon- 
ers, inform'd Count Staremberg, that it 
was generally reported in; the Army, 
that the Grand Vizier had reſolved to 
Attack the City ina more furious man- 
ner | than he had done hitherto ; and 
that for that porpoe great preparations 
were making';, ſo that he hoped either 
to force us by Storm, or compel us to 
ſurrender upon thoughts how little we 
were able to ſtand out after this general 
AGault. They further added, that the 
Tatks, from the beginning of the Siege, 
had loſt more than Twenty thouſand 
of their beſt men ; and that it would 
never- have been undertaken, if the 
| Grand 
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Grand Vizier had thought'to have met 
with ſo v'gorous a reſiſtance.They faid \ 
hkewiſe, that he was informed the City ' 
was deſtitute of all neceflary water 
ons, atleaſt of many things requiſite for 
a conſiderable or long detence; that the 
Turks were' now beginning to miſtruſt 
their good fortune, .and ſomewhat to 
_ diſpond of a good ſuccels in this Siepe;. 
becauſe "that it began to. be generally 
reported, that the King of Poland was 
upon his March 'at the head of a ſtrong 
Army;' accompanied by lis Son; and 
that the*Auxiliary Troops were wrap. 
a=pace to the King of Lorraiy, (for fo 
they called him) not knowing what 
diſtinQtion we-put between a King and 
a Soveraign Prince. ''That nevertheleſs. 
the Grand Vizier was reſolv'd; to' loſe 
his Life before Vienna rather than Raiſe 
the Siege ; and that- truſting to' -the 
Number and Courage of his Army\con- 
ſiſting of the beſt Officers, and ſtoureſt 
Soldiers of the Ortoman' Empire , - he 
would undoubtedly venture a Battel a. 
gainſt the whole Chriſtian Forces un1- 
ted together. Tho' all this was reflected 
on by Staremberg, Capeliers, and other 


Officers of the Gariſon, yet their main 
; * CON- 
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concern in the preſent juncture'of Af 
fairs, was to inquire of the true , time 
and manner. of the formentioned AL. 
fault; whereof they could-give no fur- 
ther account, ſave only, that if. it ſuc- 
ceeded oh the 4 _ oj 11 be ex- 
treamly diſcourag'd, and would perha 
raiſe the ara ra Grand Seances 
Command, who, they faid, had not 
much approv'd of this enterprize, in- 
clining more to ſweep all away before 
him, than to Attack the Imperial Seat, 
and leave behind the Iſland of Schutz, 
Raab, Gomorra and Presburg, 

The Priſoners diſmiſſed, a Counſel of 
War was held ; whereof, as likewiſe of 
what they were informed, a ſhort ac- 
count was ſent to the Duke of Lorrain, 
by a Fiſherman that Swam the River. 

The 21ſt of Augyſt, all ſuchas were 
able to carry Arms in the City were 
Commanded to draw to their Colours, 
n the uſual places, whence, after they 
bad been provided with Match , 
Powder, and other neceſlaries, they 
were ordered to retire to their reſpeCt- 
ve ſtations till further Orders. 
| About midnight a hot Alarm was 
given us by the Enemies, who ſprang 

, Two

two Mines not far. from one another 
under the Zebel Baſtion; but had little 
of no effe&, becauſe they were difap- 
pointed by our Countermines. Another 
Mine rhey were abour to' Spring, . bur 
were not time. enongh, becauſe they 
were prevented by ſome of our Subter. 
rapean Works, who ſeiſing upon theit 
Miners under ground, brought them 
forth Prifoners,and took away the Pow. 
der, which was already laid together 
with the Match not as yet kindled 
This petty ſucceſs pave usſome hopes 
of a greater, which happened' in the 
followirig tnanner : We obſerved a ge- 
neral motion in every part of the Ene- 
mies Camp,which fome looked upon as 
2 diſpoſition to Retreat, bur in reallity 
was nothing elſe, but the Marching of 
ſeveral Detachments, making up toge- 
ther a conſiderable Body, in order to 
give the lately mentioned general Al- 
' favlt; which was preceeded both by 
their gfeat and ſmall Shot, whereever 
they conld tifcover us. We anſwered 
chem with the fame Muſick, but with 

a far greater loſs on their ſide than ours 
as having the advantage of the ſcituz- 


tion, and both Cannoniers and Marks 
men

men potting inferior,if not better than 
theirs. This ſport, which was but e pre- 
amble to ſome greater attempt, laſted 
above two hours: But then on a ſud. 
dain the Enemy Marched on all ſides 
towards the Ditch, ſo thick, and in ſuch 
4 crowd, that we had ſome reaſon to 
fear- our being overpowered by the 
number: But we fired our Cannon from 
the Wings of the Baſtions, and other 
parts ſo often, that we put them now 
and then to a ſtand, till they had either 
withdrawn, or marched over the huge 
heaps of the dead. In the mean while 
our Forces in #he Out-works were not 
dle, and reſiſted the Enemy every 
where, without yielding one foot of 
ground,except in ſome parts where the 
number was two unequal. But Starem. 
berg with the reſt of the Gariſon Sallied 
our, and gave the Enemy on all ſides a 
general overthrow; who,notwithſtand- 
ng their great loſs, and our obſtinate 

iſtance, had already beaten down 
with their great Cannon,the Scots-gate, 
and rendred themſelves Maſters there- 
of, with their Swords in their Hands ; 
Which put the whole City for a while 
iQ a great conſternation : But Starem- 
| berg's 
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berg's undaunted Courage, and chearful 
Countinance,inſpir'd the whole Garifon 
with a new vigour, He Retreated back 
on a ſuddain to the City, and although 
\ wounded in the Shoulder with an Ar- 
row, tool rio reſt;till he had repoſleſled 
himſelf of the Scors-gate, which he did 
before the Turks had made any conſi- 
derable Lodgement. He Attacked them 
with ſuch a tury,but withal,ſuch Order, 
that notwithſtanding their vigorous re- 
ſiſtance; they were all cut off in leſs 
than half an hour- Which Adtion ap: . 
plauded to by the Shouts of the Gart- 
ſon, Beating of Drums, Timbals, and 
Sounding of Trumpets, was followed 
by a general Retreat of the 7arkiſp 
Forces, without having got other ad- 
vantage in this hot diſpute,than making 
an inconſiderable Lodgement at the 
foot of a Baſtion, whence the next day, 
by an unexpected Sally out from the 
City, they were diflodg'd. The loſs of 
the Turks in this Attack was little lels 
than Six or Seven thoufand Men ; on 
our ſtde we had near Fifteen hundred 
killed or unſerviceable ; amongſt whom 
were ſeveral conſiderable Officers ſlain 


on the place, 
Thus

the Grand Yizjer, who was inraged at 
the great loſs, and did begin to ma- 
nge his Men with more diſcretion a- 
inſt a better occaſion, He was three 
or four days, though not idle, yet nor 
rery buſie, his Trenches not going on 
with the wonted diligence. 

About this time we got News which 
was publickly Read in the hearing of a 
part of the Gariſon, to the great rejoy- 
ng thereof; and ſo much the mate 
urprizing, in regard fo little expected. 
It was told us then, that the Grand 
Pizter having ſent off a Body of 15000 
Turks and Zartars to ſurpriſe the Duke 
of Lorrain , marching in order .to his 
joyning with the King of Poland, that 
this Duke had faced about, and given 
them Battel with fo good ſucceſs, that 
they were intirely. overthrown, few of 
them eſcaping Death either by the 

word or the Water. This Victory in- 
[pired us all with a new vigour, and put 
us in great hopes of a greater Victory, 
In the mean time we were ſtill hand to 
hand contending with the Enemy, who 
td continue to moleſt us with ſudden 
C ſmall 
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fall Attacks; which I'fo term; as no 
; conſiderable incomparifon of that I hays 
already ſpoken of. 
- * This City was about this time gene 
rally aMifted by an Epidemical diſtem 
per,” a Dyſſentery , or Bloody Flux 
which carried off ſometimes Threeſcore 
or more in one day. - Fhe Governoy 
' himſelf was not free of it, though he 
never kept within doors : and when he 
was ſo weak that he could not walk or 
ride,, he caus'd himſelf to be carried 
whither *twas requiſite for him to be 
The Rumour was a whilein the 7urk!/ 
Army, that he was dead ; which caus( 
ſuch an univerſal Joy' amongſt the 
Turks, that they made upon this account 
Bonfires., hoping that now / the City 
would:-be' ſoon yielded up. But ther 
Joy was bur ſhort; for they were'in- 
torm'd the day following,' by a perfor 
_ they had taken Priſoner trom our Gar: 
ſon,'of the contrary, and'that he was re 
foly'd'to defend the fame to the utmol, 
and had as yet a Garifon'ſtronfz enough 
to reſiſt ſeveral Weeks, or at leaſt til 
the arrival of the Chriſtian Forces for 
the relief of the City. ' © 
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”" £ We were informed on the other ſide 
A by fome Fantzaries taken Priſoners, that 
the Turkiſh Army was beginning to ſuf. 
fer much for want of neceſſary Proviſt 
ons, which were ſoldat very high rates 
in their Camp ; that their greateſt want 
was that of Forrage, the adjacent Coun- 
try being quite deſolated ; that the dead 
Horſes did infe&t their ' whole Army ; 
that the Bloody- Flux had alrcady al- 
moſt ruin'd, or at leaſt much weaken'd 
ſome quarters of the Army ; that the 
daily loſs', what by the Sword, and 
what by various Diſtempers, was cftee- 
med to amount to more than a thouſand 
Men ; that the Grand Y7zier was re- 
folv'&.berween the 29th of Augu/t, and 
the 24 of September, to give lo many 
and fo furious Aſſaults to YViemra, that 
he doubted not but that he ſhould take 
it by Storm before the ' arrival of the 
Auxiliary-Troops, and the junftion of 
all the Chriſtian Forces. 

Staremberg after he had given an Ac- 
count hereot, and of the Condition of 
"the City,to the Duke of Lorrain, he or- 
dered all the Citizens, and part of the 
Garifon; to lend their helping hands to - 
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the retrenchments' he was a making| be- 
hind the Scots Gate, the Lebel Baition, 
and other the moſt important pieces of 
Fortification ; reſolving, to diſpute -e- 
very foot of ground” with the Enemy, 
from whom he expefted no Quarter. 
And in caſe he had been: overpower'd 
by their Number, all was in a readineſs 
for the blowing up of the Baſtions, that 
nothing might remain after fuch a long 
Siege, but an open Village; and then to 
cut his way thorow the midſt of the F- 
nemies, with the remainder of his Gari- 
ſon.- | 

The 29th we perceived the Turkiſh 
Forcesdrawing up in Battalia round the 
City, and detachments going off every 
moment towards the Ditch. Whence 
we concluded they were reſolv'd to ren- 
der themſelves Maſters thereof. A thou- 
ſand of our men were lodg'd in the 
Ditch,, who got inſtantly a ſupply ot 
ſeven hundred more, which was all we 


. . could well ſpare ; but with this order, 


that after a vigorous reſiſtance, they 
ſhould retreat into the City, and-aban- 
don the Ditch to the Enemy, when 
they could no longer defend the Ns 

their

their number being ſo much impair- 
ed. 
About tena clock in the morning, the 
Turks came fiercely on with their ordi- 
nary ſhoots and ha/oo's, but were put 
a while to a ſtand, and ſomewhat in 
confuſion, by our great and (mall ſhor. 
They went on notwithſtanding their 
great loſs, and were received vigorouſly 
by that part of our Gariſon that was to 
engage them : Bur our men according 
to their Orders by little and little g1- 
ving ground, retreated orderly into the 
City, where they were inſtantly divi- 
ded, and ſent to the Baſtions and Ram- 

rt ; for them onely now we had to 
defend, the Enemy being Maſter of all 
our Out-works. Yet Staremberg ha- 
ving obſcrv'd, that the lodgments the 
Tots had made in the Ditch were but 
ſlight, and not well Guarded, fallicd out 
with a part of his Garifon, and cleared 
the Ditch of them on one part of thc 
City. After his retreat, he was infor- 
med by an 7talian Renagado, who hal 
fled to us from the Tarts, that ticre 
was a Mine ready to be ſprung uncer 


the Lebel Baſtion ; whercupon he com- 
C 3 manded 
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manded three Companies , that were 
upon Duty there, toretire ; and imme- 
diatly after their retreat, the Mine over- 
turned the whole Face and Lett-Wing 
of the Baſtion into the Ditch : which 
good ſucceſs incourag'd the Enemies to 
try if they could make a Lodgment up- 
on it, But they were twice repulſed 
with great loſs, occaſioned by our per- 
petual firing from bchind our retrench- 
ment. Yet at length they prevailed, 
znd made a conſiderable Lodgment in 
the mid'ſt of the Baſtion, 

We were never in a greater Diſtreſs. 
. than in this ConjunCture, and began to 
look upon our ſelves as loſt men ; 
though fully reſolved to ſpend the laſt 
| prop of our Blood, rather than fſurren- 

er. | 

Staremberg thinking it not ſecure to 
give the Enemies leiſure to Fortify 
rhemſelves upon this Baſtion, upon 
which they had already ſome great 
pieces of Ordnance mounted, ready to 
play upon the City, and thoſe places c- 
ſpecially where we were accuſtomed to 
draw up our men in; commanded 
1300 choſen Souldicrs to attack the 
ny Turks 
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Tarks with their Swords in their hands, 
followed by a hundred Pioniers, to 
ruine immedately, if the enterpriſe ſuc- 
ceeded, their Lodgment. They entred 
the Gorge ( or Neck ) of the Baſtion, 
notwithſtanding the Enemies reſiſtance; 
and. after a rude Combat of about a 
quarter of an hour, they beat them off 
with the ſlaughter of about two hundred 
Janizaries, and a Baſſa that commanded 
them. 

Our men kept their ground, and 
did whatever cou'd be expetted from 
experienced Souldiers, having clear'd 
more than once with their ſmall Shot 
that part of the Ditch they could dif- 
cover from the left Wing of the Ba- 
. flion; and covering themſelves in the 
breach, made a new retrenchment ; 
which ſo diſcourag'd the Turks , that 
they never attempted again the con- 
queſt of the Baſtion; well knowing 
that we were in a readinels to oppoſe 
them whenever they thould appear on 


* thebreach. 


Their Attacks were not now ſo open 
as before, but more dangerous, becaule 
under. ground, and hiddeg ; they were 
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buſie Mining every where: And on 
our ſide likewiſe, we were not idle, but 
doing our utmoſt . endeavours, either 


to find their Mines, or give them Air 


by our Countermines. ' Wherein we 
had often greater ſucceſs than we expe- 
Qed, or the Enemies deſigned. 

They had already undermined .not 
onely the Baſtion of the Court, but 
were heard working under the Empe- 
rours Palace : which ſo affrighted our 
Enginiers, that ſurpiſed -to hear the 
Enemies beneath them, they retreated 
inſtantly out of the Mines, - for fear of 
being blown up. Herein Staremberg was 
forced to make uſe partly of his Autho- 
rity, partly fair words and large promi- 
{es,toingage them todo what lay in their 
power to diſcover the Enemies Mines, 


'Thas incouragd,they ſet to work again, 


and taking deeper meafures than they 
had done at firſt, met happily with the 


Turkiſh Miners, killed ſome of 'em, and 


brought the reſt up Priſ6ners, taking 
out of their Mines ſeveral Quintals (or 
hundreds) of Powder. This was a 
moſt ſignal ſervice; and I may conft- 
dently {ay, the happy diſcovery of thts 
SE "8 ph Mige, 
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Mine, faved this City from being taken 
by the Turks, who were expecting the 
event thereof; and ſo to fall in upon 
uson all ſides, reſolv'd, as it was credi- 
bly reported, to have made a general 
onſet with their whole Infantry : and 
undoubtedly they had ſucceeded; for we 
were beginning to want all neceſſary's. 
Our Grenades, which do great executi- 
on on ſuch occaſions, wete all ſpent ; our 
Garifon was much diminiſh'd, conſiſtin 
now but of ſix thouſand Men ; the Ve 
&tuals were become ſcarce, and the 
Bloody-Flux was become almoſt Uni- 
verſal. But the news of the Arrival 
and jun&tion of the King of Poland, the 
Auxiliary Troops, ard the Imperial 
Army at Crembs, inſpir'd us all with a 
new Life and Vigour, and we doubted 
not now any more of defending our 
ſelves at leaſt till ſuch time as the Chri- 
ſtians Army came to our relief, unleſs 
\ ſome unexpetted accident ſhould hap- 
pen ; which we had always reaſon - to 
be ſomewhat affraid of, becaule of the 
Enemies great skill in Miriing. 

' The 3d 4th and 8th of Seprember 
they Attack't'us again moſt au 
TH Y, 
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ly, but both to their great loſs, and ours, 
They had once Arvored the Creſcent 
upon the Baſtions againſt the Grand 
Viziers Quarters, and had in all likeli- 
hood put us all to the Sword, if Starem- 
berg, who was always in Adtion, had 
not run thither, followed by. conſide« 
rable Detachments of all our Forces, The 
Enemies were ſcarce able to abide his 
firſt Charge, but were at the ſecond in- 
tirely routed, and moſt of 'em put to the 
Sword, or thrown down headlong into 
the Ditch. | 

' This Victory weakned very 'much 
our Gariſon,ſo that Staremberg judg'd it 
now full time to give the Signs agreed 
upon betwixt him and the Duke of 
Lorain, of his being reduced to the laſt 
extremity. Which accordingly was 
- done, after this manner : , The 11zh of 
September betweeneleven and twelve at 
night, with a ſtrong Guard he went 
round the City, and gave his Orders c+ 
very where, with a ſpecial .Command 
to the Cannoniers to make all the Noiſe 
they could with their Cannon, Trum- 
-pets in the mean time Sounding, the 
Nrums and Timbalds beating.: ra 
ATP Fat . 
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hat the Duke of Lorrain might better | 
now what he meant, he cauſed all 
Night-Fuſees, and divers forts of Fire- 
works,to be caſt up into the Air, which 
was the main Sign of his utmoſt diſtreſs 
agreed upon between him and the 
Duke of Lorrain. 

The Enemy was ſomewhat perplex'd 
at our extraordinary mirth, .but could 
not well judge what could be the real 
occaſion thereof, fave onely that they 
could not but know that we were ex- 
pecting every moment the arrival. of 
the Chriſtian Army, conſiſting of near 
80000 Horſe and Foot : neither was 
our expectation in vain ; for General] 
Dunwalt had already poſſeſſed himſelf of 
an important paſlage in the Foreſt of 
Vienna, to facilitate the March of the 
Chriſtians Army towards the Turkiſh 
Camp. | 

The King of Poland, the Duke of 
Lorain, and the whole Chriſtian Forces, 
came withinſight of the Turks the 12h 
of September, about nine a Clock in the 
Morning. Our Governour inſtantly 
commanded all ſuch as were capable of 


ſervice to be ina readineſs. The Grand 
þ 7 
; Vier 
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Vizier ſeem'd refolved to ſtand his 
ground, and ſend out a great Body of 
men to obſerve the Countenance of the 
Chriſtian Army; whoſe advanc'd 
ground was Attack'd, and put to flight 
by Colonel Heuſler. | 
The Chriſtian Army marching cloſe, 
advanc'd in good order towards the 
Turkiſh Camp: The King of Poland 
was at'the head of his own Army, and 
upon level ground againſt the Grand 
Vizters Quarters, upon which he fell 
heavily. The Duke of Lorrain, and the 
other German Gentlemen, omitted that 
day no part of their Duty ; having be- 
haved themſelves with all imaginable 
Condutt and Valour. After a Vigo- 
rous but ſhort reſſtance, the Chriſtians 
enter'd on all fides'the 7Turkiſh Camp, 
; where they found. the Spahi's and Jani- 
zaries drawn up in ſeyeral Bodies. 
' The Grand Y7zier 1n this dangerous 
poſition of Aﬀairs, took a ſudden and 
Generous reſolution, which, if ſucceſs- 
ful, had proved fatal to us firſt, and 
then to the Chriſttan Army. He 
cauſed two Mines to be ſprung under 


the Ramparts of the City, not tar from 
ERn LY, the 
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the” Scots Gate , which made a breactr 
large enough for thirtie men to march 
in afront ; though not without incum- 
brance , becauſe the ground was nor 
much levelled,though overturn'd. Sza- 
remberg cauſed without delay ten great 
Guns to be ſet upon the breach, loaden 
with .Muſquet - balls, broken Horle- 
ſhoo's, and ſuch-like things. We won- 
der'd at firſt at this attempt of the Turks, 
in preſence of the Chriſtian Army ; and 
whilſt they were very uncertain of Vi- 
Qtory,But the Grand Yizzer's deſign was, 
in caſe he ſhould take the City by 
Storm, which he doubted not but- he 
could, having the advantage of ſuch a 

t breach, to draw inſtantly with- 
in the Walls of the City, and under the 
Cannon thereof, his Baggage, Cannon, 
Tents, and the whole Train of his Ar-

| The whole Chriſtian Army now be- 
ing near forty eight hours in AQion, 
from the beginning of its March, could 
not purſue the Enemy, but ſtood in 
battel-array all that night, and exprefs 
Order being iſſued -out from the Gene- 
rals, That no man under pain of Dearh 
ſhould quit his Rank to Plunder, with- 
out an expreſs Command from the 
High Officers, leſt the Enemy, as has 
often happened, ſhould fallie on a fud- 
den, and get an caſte Victory over an 
Army pur into diſorder by the lihertic þ. 
of Plundering, which was onely grantctl 
to the Chriſtian Troops : the next day 
at twelve a clock. | 


"The Booty that private Souldiers 
and ſeveral Officers made, of all thmgs 


that 
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that either men have need of in long 
Journies,or Armies in great enterprizes, 
was of an ineſteemable Value: The 
Quintals of Powder,Lead, Oyls, Match, 
Tc. were in a greater number than had ' 
ever been ſeen, in any 7arkiſh Army : 
They left behind them Four hundred 
p_ of Cannon ſmall. and great, Bul- 
ets and Granado's more than Forty 
, thouſand, Thirty thouſand Tents of 
more; with all other Neceſlaries belon- 
ging to a great Army.,- l, | 
The 7urkiſh Engiriers being under 
ground, knew nothing as yet of the 
raiſing of the Siege; and having com-
